c. P. BR. DN. R., and George Walker, 
solicitor, outlined the company's at- 
titude in discussing the propo#al with 
the committee. The C. P. R. is pri- 
marily a transportation company, they 
said, and undertook the irrigation 
project for the purpose of settling 
their lands and thus providing busi- 
hess for the railway. The land con- 
tracts provide that when 76 per cent 
of the land is sold, the settlers shall 
undertake the operation of the irri 
gation system, This clause was he 
serted for the particular purpose of 
enabling the company to withdraw 
from the trrigation and land business 
in the area, once a sound basis of 
settlement was reached. 

Wipe Off Capital Cost 

At the present time the company 
realizes the predicament of a large 
number of settlers in the block, due 
principally to low prices for farm 
commodities. In order that the bur- 
den of the farmers may be eased and 
that the company may confine itself 
to the railway business, it is willing, 
the officials stated, to consider the 
turning over of the entire irrigation 
system, otgether with the lands with- 
in its boundaries, to the settlers, at 
a figure which would mean the vir- 
tual wiping off of the japital cost,

HOPE IN FUTURE OF SOUTH 

OTTAWA. — Emhasizing he had 
never taken the view that any large 
proportion of the 44,000 families in 
southern Saskatchewan caught by the 
drought should be moved to other 
districts, Hon. Robert Weir, minister 
of agriculture, in an interview declar- 
ed he still had great faith in the fu- 
ture of that part of the provinee, 

“Officials of this department have 
made extensive studies of the dried- 
out districts,” the minister explained. 
“We have much data with regard to 
blocking streams, thus holding back 
the water, lands that should be plant- 
ed with trees and tn regard to the 
proper grass for other districts 

“Anyone who looks back over the 
great crops those districts have pro- 
duced must be convinced that) with 
proper methods, they could be saved 
and made big producers again,” Mr.

Th elatest wonder of sclence is the 
proposed application of radio to the 
treatment and cure of disease. A way 
hay been found to make the short 
radio waves that unite continents 
produce fever in the bodies of anim- 
als and men, and fever which can be 
controlled is the latest weapon man 
as found against disease. 

The apparatus which makes pos- 
sible this use of the short radio waves 
has been developed by the General 
Electric Company............ While heat 
has long been used in the alleviation 
of pain and in the treatment of some 
diseases, recently it has been found 
that the germs of certain diseases can 
‘be killed in the body by high tem- 
peratures, It igs considered likely that 
the fever is no tjust a sign,of disease 
but is a part of the body's defense 
against the invading germs. So physi- 
cians have been trying various means 
of producing fever to help the body 
along in its fight against the disease.
